Inspector  holds  the  Certificae  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Health  and  Hygiene 
as  Inspector  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods.

Pathological  Examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Hull,  and  the  West  Riding  Laboratory,  Wakefield. 

Infant  Welfare 

Infant  Welfare  centres  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  at  Howden, 
Newport  and  Holme  on  Spalding  Moor. 

Maternity 

County  Maternity  Nurses  are  available  in  all  parts  of  the  area. 

Beds  in  the  Beverley,  Ferriby  and  Goole  Maternity  Homes  are  available 
for  special  cases,  and  the  District  is  now  fortunately  situated  in  this  respect. 

Water 

The  supply  from  Newbald,  Goole  and  Pocklington  is  good  average  water, 
and  regular  testing  proves  it  to  be  very  free  from  impurity. 

Ambulance  Service 

There  is  a complete  night  and  day  Ambulance  Service  available  at  Beverley 
and  Howden. 

Wherever  alternative  means  of  conveyance  is  possible  and  suitable,  use 
should  be  made  of  it. 

Blood  Transfusion 

During  the  year  the  Blood  Transfusion  Service  came  to  Howden  to  collect 
Blood,  and  the  Donors  of  the  Area  responded  to  the  call  in  a highly 
satisfactory  way. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  them,  and  also  to  the  valuable  help  given  by  the 
Howden  Branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society. 

Hospitals 

The  Goole  Bartholomew  Hospital  increases  its  facilities  year  by  year,  and 
Specialists  in  every  Branch  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  are  available  for  the 
population  of  the  Howden  Rural  Area. 

The  York  Hospitals  offer  similar  facilities  for  the  Northern  part  of  the 
Area,  whilst  for  the  Eastern  villages,  Hull  and  Beverley  provide  the 
necessary  Hospitals. 

The  St.  John’s  Hospital  in  Goole  has  considerably  extended  its  availability 
for  Medical  cases.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

i have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  consideration  a brief  report  concern- 
ing the  Sanitary  Administration  of  your  District  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1957. 

HOUSING  GENERAL 
Council  Houses 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  following  houses  were  completed  and 
occupied  : — 

Howden  ...  6 Bungalows. 

North  Cave  ...  10  Houses — Traditional. 

Houses  in  the  course  of  erection

At  the  31st  December,  1957,  the  total  of  post  war  Council  Houses  reached 
496.  Thus  there  is  a total  of  676  Council  Houses  in  the  District. 

927  visits  were  made  to  Council  Houses  in  respect  of  maintenance,  and 
orders  for  repair  were  given  in  respect  of  1104  houses.  No  external  painting 
of  houses  wes  carried  out. 

Works  of  improvement  were  carried  out  to  99  houses  in  Howden  Town, 
and  4 houses  at  Nordham.

Private  Enterprise 

During  the  year  19  houses  were  erected  by  Private  Enterprise,  and  at  the 
year  end  a further  6 were  in  the  course  of  erection. 

Building  Byelaws  and  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act 

Applications  for  new  buildings  and  alterations  in  197  cases  were  submitted, 
and  all  were  given  Bye-law  approval. 

Under  delegated  powers  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  110  appli- 
cations were  received  of  which  99  were  approved  and  11  refused. 

During  the  year  584  building  inspections  were  made,  comprising  132  visits 
to  new  houses  and  452  to  other  work. 

Meetings  of  the  County  Development  Sub-Committee  were  attended  and 
liaison  maintained  with  the  County  Planning  Department. 


HOUSING 

During  the  year  24  Demolition  Orders  were  made  and  as  a result  of  these 
and  previous  Orders  25  properties  were  demolished  during  the  year. 

In  considering  these  figures,  it  should  be  realised  the  handicap  under  which 
this  type  of  work  must  proceed.  The  majority  of  properties  requiring 
action  to  be  taken  against  them  are  occupied  by  aged  or  single  people,  and 
it  is  extremely  difficult  to  offer  them  an  alternative  unit  of  accommodation 
sufficient  to  their  needs.  In  this  respect,  the  Council  built  during  the  year 
6 Bungalows,  which  were  all  let  to  inhabitants  of  condemned  properties, 
but  due  to  high  interest  rates,  further  building  was  suspended.  Therefore, 
until  the  rate  of  interest  demanded  by  the  Public  Works  Loan  Board  is 
lowered  and  the  Council  able  to  recommence  building.  Demolition  Orders 
made  are  not  enforced  until  either  the  death  of  the  occupant  or  a casual 
letting  occurs.

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

Thirty-five  enquiries  were  made  during  the  year,  and  inspections  totalled 
141  covering  preliminary  visits  to  premises,  and  supervision  of  works  in 
progress.  Applications  for  grants  received  numbered  16  and  16  were 
approved.  At  the  year  end  improvements  had  been  completed  at  10  proper- 
ties and  were  in  progress  on  3.  In  addition,  works  were  completed  at  5 
premises  for  which  grant  was  approved  in  1956,  and  3 premises  for  which 
grant  was  made  in  1955,  thus  18  dwellings  were  improved  during  the 
year  1957. 

The  total  amount  of  grant  made  during  the  year  was  £4,070.  Since  the 
commencement  of  Improvement  Grants  in  1950  the  Council  have  made 
grants  totalling  £13,758  of  which  £11,078/10/0  has  been  paid. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

During  the  year  no  major  sewerage  schemes  were  commenced.  In  Howden 
Town  and  North  Cave,  the  redrainage  of  premises  and  conversion  of  pail 
closets  to  W.C.s  took  place  steadily.  The  Council  continued  to  pay  £10 
as  encouragement  to  all  property  owners  who  voluntarily  converted  their 
premises  to  water  carriage  and  connected  to  the  sewer.

Joint  Sewerage  Scheme 

The  hope  that  the  main  schemes  for  Hotham,  Newport  and  Gilberdyke 
would  proceed  did  not  materialise  during  the  year.  At  Gilberdyke,  how- 
ever, 102  yards  of  0"  concrete  sewer  were  laid  in  conjunction  with  road 
improvements. 

General  Drainage 

Cleansing  of  sanitary  dykes  continued  in  an  attempt  to  reduce  complaints 
until  main  drainage  is  available  throughout  the  district,  and  work  was 
carried  out  to  the  Old  Derwent,  South  Howden,  Laxton,  Nordham,  East- 
rington,  Asselby,  Holme  on  Spalding  Moor  and  Newport.  In  connection 
with  the  same  48  inspections  were  made. 

Sewerage  Plants 

The  number  of  Council  Estate  Disposal  Plants  remained  at  7 excluding 
Howden  and  North  Cave.  The  maintenance  of  these  plants  is  performed 
by  local  men  on  a part-time  basis  under  the  supervision  of  a full-time 
attendant. 

Breakdowns  throughout  the  year  numbered  22  end  were  attended  to 
promptly. 

Visits  by  the  Officers  totalled  73.

Liaison  is  maintained  with  River  Boards  covering  the  district  to  control  new 
drainage  and  avoid  pollution.  The  standard  septic  tank  adopted  after  con- 
sultation with  the  River  Boards  continues  to  be  used  where  no  main  sewer 
is  available.  ■:$ 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


A mixed  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  throughout  the  district,  being 
weekly  in  the  more  densely  populated  areas,  and  fortnightly  elsewhere. 
Whilst  the  conversion  of  closets  takes  place  steadily,  there  was  no  improve- 
ment in  the  nature  of  refuse,  and  the  frequency  of  collection  could  not  be 
improved.  All  refuse  collected  was  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  the  Eastrington, 
Holme  on  Spalidng  Moor,  North  Cave,  and  Howden  tips. 


MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 
Food  Premises 


Inspection  of  Food  premises  during  the  year  totalled  171.  It  was  not  possible 
owing  to  drainage  difficulty,  to  enforce  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  in  every  case,  but  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  during  the  year 
Butchers’  Preparation  Rooms  were  improved  to  reach  the  required  standard. 
As  further  sewerage  schemes  are  installed,  more  premises  will  be  improved. 


Meat  Inspection 

Licences  were  issued  in  respect,  of  15  slaughterhouses  and  34  slaughtermen 
in  the  former  case,  these  were  all  renewals  of  former  licences.  It  should 
be  pointed  out  that  works  of  improvement  were  carried  out  to  all  slaughter- 
houses within  the  district  in  consequence  of  the  adoption  by  the  Council 
of  Byelaws  for  the  Sanitary  Conditions  and  Management  of  Private 
Slaughterhouses.  These  works  resulted  in  9 slaughterhouses  being  provided 
with  a continuous  supply  of  hot  and  cold  water,  sinks,  lavatory  basins,  being 
effectively  fly-proofed  and  general  works  of  improvement. 

Of  the  remaining  number,  works  were  due  to  commence.

During  the  year,  except  in  the  case  of  sheep  and  lambs,  100%  inspection  of 
all  animals  slaughtered  in  the  District  was  carried  out.  It  will  be  seen  from 

the  foregoing  table  that  during  the  year  a case  of  Anthrax  occurred  in  the 
District.  This  was  a casualty  animal  found  distressed  on  a farm  and 
accepted  into  a private  slaughterhouse.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  were  immediately  informed,  and  after  the  confirmation, 
took  all  necessary  steps  to  free  the  premises  from  infection,  and  supervised 
the  safe  disposal  of  the  carcase.

The  total  amount  of  petrol  storage  licensed  at  the  31st  December,  1957, 
was  53,290  gallons  at  84  premises.  Inspections  made  under  the  Regulations 
numbered  12. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

During  the  year  major  works  were  carried  out  from  Leatherdog  Lane, 
Gilberdyke.  660  yards  of  main  was  laid  in  conjunction  with  the  trunk 
road  improvement  scheme.  The  link  main  from  Spaldington  Water  Tower 
to  Howden  was  laid  and  consisted  of  6,519  yards  of  6"main;  77  yards  of 
8"  main;  17  yards  of  9"  main. 

The  number  of  bursts  and  leaking  mains  repaired  during  the  year  totalled 
60,  an  increase  of  16  on  the  previous  year. 

Seventy  new  connections  to  the  main  were  made,  there  being  53  for 
dwelling  and  17  for  other  purposes.

Infant  Welfare 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  fortnightly  at  Holme  on  Spalding  Moor  and 
North  Cave,  and  monthly  at  Gilberdyke,  Howden  and  Newport. 


Maternity 

County  Maternity  Nurses  are  available  in  all  parts  of  the  Area.  Beds  in 
the  Beverley,  Ferriby  and  Goole  Maternity  Homes  are  available  for  Special 
Cases,  and  the  District  is  now  fortunately  situated  in  this  respect. 


Water 

The  supply  from  Newbald,  Goole  and  Pocklington  is  good  average  water, 
and  regular  testing  proves  it  to  be  very  free  from  impurity. 


Ambulance  Services 

There  is  a complete  night  and  day  Ambulance  Service  available  at  Beverley 
and  Howden. 

Wherever  alternative  means  of  conveyance  is  possible  and  suitable,  use 
should  be  made  of  it. 


Blood  Transfusion 

During  the  year  the  Blood  Transfusion  Service  came  to  Howden  to  collect 
Blood,  and  the  Donors  of  the  Area  responded  to  the  call  in  a highly 
satisfactory  way. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  them,  and  also  to  the  valuable  help  given  by  the 
Howden  Branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society. 

Hospitals 

The  Goole  Bartholomew  Hospital  increases  its  facilities  year  by  year,  and 
Specialists  in  every  Branch  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  are  available  for  the 
population  of  the  Howden  Rural  Area. 

The  York  Hospitals  offer  similar  facilities  for  the  Northern  part  of  the 
Area,  whilst  for  the  Eastern  villages,  Hull  and  Beverley  provide  the 
necessary  Hospitals. 

The  St.  John’s  Hospital  in  Goole  has  considerably  extended  its  availability 
for  Medical  cases.

Report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  Suryeyor  for  the 

year  1958

Madam  Chairman, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  consideration  a brief  report  con- 
cerning the  Sanitary  Administration  of  your  District  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1958. 

HOUSING  GENERAL 
Council  Houses 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  folowing  houses  were  completed  and 
occupied  : 

North  Cave  : 2 Traditional. 

Houses  in  the  course  of  erection  : Nil. 

At  31st  December,  1958,  the  total  of  post-war  Council  Houses  in  the  district 
reached  498.  Thus  there  is  a total  of  678  Council  Houses  in  the  District. 
682  visits  were  made  to  Council  Houses  in  respect  of  maintenance,  and 
orders  for  repair  were  given  in  respect  of  1,691  houses. 

452  houses  were  painted  externally,  and  every  site  was  visited  daily  through- 
out the  period  of  painting. 

Private  Enterprise 

During  the  year  17  houses  were  erected  by  Private  Enterprise,  and  at  the 
year  end  a further  20  were  in  the  course  of  erection. 

Building  Byelaws,  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act 

Applications  for  new  buildings  and  alterations  in  172  cases  were  submitted 
and  all  were  given  Byelaw  approval.  In  this  respect  35  advisory  visits  were 
made,  usually  on  site. 

Under  delegated  powers  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  126 
applications  were  received,  of  which  111  were  approved,  and  15  refused. 
Of  these,  7 applications  referred  to  Advertisements,  2 petrol  filling  stations, 
5 dwellings,  one  agricultural  showroom. 

During  the  year  415  building  and  drainage  inspections  were  carried  out, 
comprising  97  visits  to  new  dwellings  in  course  of  erection,  and  318  visits 
to  other  building,  and  drainage  works. 

Housing 

During  the  year  8 Demolition  or  Closing  Orders  were  made,  and  as  a 
result  of  these  and  previous  orders,  19  properties  were  demolished  during 
the  year. 

In  the  same  period  94  houses  were  made  fit  as  result  of  informal  action 
or  on  property  owners’  own  initiative. 


54  inspections  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  Housing  Survey  and  housing 
complaints  investigation. 

Progress  on  Slum  Clearance  since  2nd  November,  1955,  to  31st  December, 
1 958.  is  as  follows: —

Improvement  Grants 

34  enquiries  were  received  during  the  year  and  87  inspections  carried  out 
and  advice  given  regarding  elegibility  for  grant. 

17  applications  for  grant  were  received  and  17  approved. 

During  the  year  13  improvement  schemes  were  completed. 

The  total  amount  of  grant  made  during  the  year  was  £5,461/10/0.  Since 
the  commencement  of  the  scheme  in  1950,  the  Council  have  authorised 
grants  totalling  / 19,218  of  which  £15,287  had  been  paid  up  to  December 
31st,  1958 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

During  1958  no  major  schemes  were  commenced. 

In  Howden  and  North  Cave  the  redrainage  of  premises  and  conversion 
of  pail  closets  to  W.Cs  continued  steadily.  The  Council  pay  a £10  grant 
as  encouragement  to  all  property  owners  who  voluntarily  convert  their 
premises  to  water  carriage  and  are  connected  to  the  sewer. 

Howden

It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  whilst  considerable  progress  has  been  made, 
much  work  still  requires  to  be  done  in  order  to  reduce  the  number  of  pail 
closets  in  Howden,  and  the  serious  pollution  of  the  dykes  (chiefly  the 
Old  Derwent). 

North  Cave

As  in  the  case  of  Howden  parish,  approximately  half  the  premises  have 
been  connected  to  the  sewer,  and  it  is  hoped  that  progress  will  be  main- 
tained in  carrying  out  sewer  connections. 

During  1958,  136  tests  of  new  drainage  systems  were  carried  out  in  the 
District,  and  55  unsatisfactory  systems  were  investigated  and  advice  given 
regarding  action  to  be  taken. 


Drainage — General 

Cleansing  of  dykes  was  continued  in  certain  parishes  where  the  responsi- 
bility for  cleansing  rests  with  the  Council.  Parishes  concerned  are  Howden, 
Laxton,  Asselby,  Eastrington,  Holme  on  Spalding  Moor,  Newport,  Ellerton. 
In  this  connection  22  inspections  were  made. 

Sewerage  Plants 

The  number  of  Council  Estate  Sewerage  Plants  is  7.  Maintenance  continued 
to  be  carried  out  by  part-time  labour  living  in  the  parishes  concerned. 
Pumping  equipment  is  subject  to  overall  supervision  by  full-time  Council 
staff. 

Your  Officers  visited  these  sites  regularly;  a total  of  148  visits  being  made. 
14  Breakdowns  of  plant  occurred  and  were  remedied  promptly. 

The  pumping  equipment  for  Howden  (3  stations)  and  North  Cave  (1  station) 
sewerage  schemes  was  inspected  regularly,  and  18  breakdowns  occurred 
during  the  year  and  were  remedied. 

Conversions  and  Drainage  (other  than  N.  Cave  and  Howden) 

Pail  Closets  converted  to  water  closets  : 29. 

Septic  tank  drainage  is  used  in  these  parishes  and  liaison  maintained  with 
the  River  Boards  concerned  regarding  the  discharge  of  effluents  to  streams. 
A standard  design  of  septic  tank  is  in  use. 

Public  Cleansing 

A comprehensive  reorganisation  of  the  refuse  collecting  service  took  place 
during  July/August,  1958. 

Two  new  vehicles,  namely,  one  S.  and  D.  1,100-gal.  tanker  with  pail  closet 
attachment,  and  one  S.  and  D.  Fore  and  Aft.  18  cub.  yard  rear  loader 
were  purchased.  These  two  vehicles  together  with  a Karrier  7 cub.  yard 
side  loader  (being  the  best  of  the  old  vehicles)  comprise  the  refuse  col- 
lecting vehicles. 

The  existing  mixed  method  of  collection  was  discontinued,  and  a separate 
system  was  introduced  in  all  but  a few  far  lying  parishes.  The  opportunity 
was  also  taken  to  reorganise  the  direct  labour  staff  at  the  same  time. 
After,  a period  of  weeks,  the  new  scheme  settled  down  to  a regular  routine 
and  also  an  improved  service,  and  the  following  parishes  now  have  a weekly 
collection  : — 

Asselby,  Hotham,  Barmby  on  the  Marsh,  Howden,  Broomfleet, 
Laxton,  Bubwith,  Newport,  Eastrington,  North  Cave,  Gilberdyke, 
Wressle,  Holme  on  Spalding  Moor. 

The  problems  of  disposal  have  been  eased  by  the  new  method  of  collection. 
Only  a very  small  proportion  of  refuse  collected  now  contains  pail  closet 
contents.  Tips  are  therefore  less  objectionable,  easier  to  maintain  in  a 
satisfactory  manner,  and  the  bulk  of  pail  closet  contents  which  is  collected 
by  the  tanker  is  spread  on  agricultural  land  at  the  request  of  farmers, 
or  tipped  into  the  main  sewage  disposal  works. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection 

Licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  13  slaughterhouses  and  1 Knacker’s 
Yard  and  to  35  slaughtermen.  At  the  end  of  1958,  all  slaughterhouses  had 
been  brought  up  to  the  standard  as  laid  down  in  the  Council’s  Byelaws, 
all  having  a continuous  supply  of  hot  and  cold  water,  sinks  and  lavatory 
basins.
